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DETAILED ACTION 

1. Claims 1-16 are pending. 



2. Applicant's election without traverse of Group III, claims 1 and 2 in Paper No. 12 is 
acknowledged. 



Claims 3-16 are withdrawn from further consideration by the Examiner, 37 C.F.R. § 1.142(b) as 
being drawn to nonelected inventions. 



Claims 1-2 read on an isolated polypeptide comprising an amino acid sequence derived from 
SEQID NO: 6 are under consideration in the instant application. 



3. The title of the invention is not descriptive. A new title is required that is clearly indicative of 
the invention to which the claims are directed. 



4. The instant claims may not have the benefit under 35 U.S.C. § 120 of all of the parent filing 
dates. The subject matter claimed in Claims 1-2 (an isolated polypeptide comprising an amino 
acid sequence derived from SEQ ID NO:6), is supported only in PCT/US 99/30004, filed on 
12/29/1999. If applicants disagree, applicants should present a detailed analysis as to why the 
claimed subject matter has clear support in the parent application 09/223,919 AND 09/224,604.

(W098/25959). 

Escobedo et al. teach an isolated polypeptide comprising the amino acid sequence of mature 
protein of SEQ IS NO:21 . It is noted that referenced SEQ ID NO:21 is 100 % identical to 
claimed SEQ ID NO:6 ( see attached sequence alignment). 

The reference teaching anticipates the claimed invention.
